these two m ethods of traffic-hearing 
he declared to be a great stride for 
ward in stim ulating the com m erce of 
the nation. 
Mr. Taft pointed out that railroad* 
had crushed w ater competition by low

rates and

again when w ater carriers had given 
up the struggle. H e said that, the rail 
road bill passed at the last session 
of congress contained a provision that 
would prevent this crushing out ot 
com petition in th e future. 
The question of providing adequate 
term inals for loading and unloading 
boats, the president said, was a great 
problem, and he urged that the rivet 
men aud inventors tu tu their attention 
to this subject.
